The critic, Harold Weisberg, 67 and 
ailing, has written seven books -on the 
assassinations. In W78, Judge Gerhard 
Gesell ruled that Weisberg, whose only 
I. regular income is Social Security 
^ , benefits, qualified for a waiver 
duplicating fees for the FBI fifes. 

But now, the bureau has told Weisberg 
he uffust pay for doeameot c^es — 
knowing he can’t afiord it. Cyidcally, 
the FBI said Weisberg can kx* at 
records in the agency’s reading room — 
though it knows also that a progressive-
